24 ESSENTIALLY ALONG LINES OP DRAPT TRANSMITTED REF (A), 

BUT NOTING EXCEPTION WITH REGARD TO PARA 4 OP DG'S LETTER AND 
INCLUDING, INTER ALIA, FOLLOWING PARA IN US RESPONSE: QTE: 

WITH REGARD TO SECURITY ARRANGEMENTS POR THE SYMPOSIUM, THE 
UNITED STATES, AS HOST GOVERNMENT, UNDERSTANDS THAT UNDER 
INTERNATIONAL LAW IT HAS ONLY THE DUTY OF REASONABLE CARE OR 
DUE DILLIGENCE IN PROTECTION OF FOREIGN PERSONS OR PROPERTY
